FERTILIZER APPLICATION FOR 
STRAWBERRIES 

Most strawberry fields will profit 
by an application of fertilizer : 
soon as a good stand of runners hz 
been obtained. From about the 
middle of August until well into 
October the newly formed straw- 
berry plants are laying down their 
fruit buds for next season's crop 
From September 1 to 15 appears to 
be the most active period of fruit 
bud formation for eastern Canada 
and field trials have given us our 
great results at this time when 
fertil have been used. An ap- 
plication of fertilizer, made to the 
plantation about September 1, will 
be amply repaid in increased pro- 
cuction next season, As research 
work at Ottawa is demonstrating 
the value of proportions between 
the mineral elements of the soil and 
nitrogen, it would appear advisable 
to use a complete fertilizer rather 
than nitrogen alone, unless it is 
known for certain that the soil is 
well stocked with the ming ele- 
ments. Such a complete fertilizer 
may consist of the following: 200 
pounds nitrate of soda, or its equi- 
valent in some other equally suitable 
nitrogenous fertilizer, 100 pounds 
acid phosphate and 50 pounds 
muriate of potash. The above pro- 
portions appears to meet the needs 
of the’ strawberry plant satisfactor- 
ily and on soils of good tilth could 
constitute an acre application. On 
poorer soils simply inerease the 
quantity of each fertilizer in pro 
portion. 

This may be applied by broad- 
casting between the rows and, if a 
good dry day is selected, may even 
be broadcasted over Ahe plants, pro- 
viding that immediately after apply- 
ing a heavy canvas or some other 
material is dragged over the foliage 
to dislodge any fertilizer that may 


have adhered to it. If this is done! 


the amount of foliage injury is 
practically negligible
